It is common practice am ong farm ­ 
ers to require their sow s to produce 
two litters a year. 
Although tho sows 
Im vc had good care; they will natural­ 
ly he run down somewhat in condition, 
because the greater portion of the feed 
consum ed has been utilized for the 
production of milk. 
T he sow needs a rest before she is 
bred again, and the tim e for this is 
betw een the weaning and breeding pe­ 
riods. 
Intelligent feeding will bring 
the sow from a thin condition into a 
good, strong, vigorous condition in a 
short time. 
When this is done she will 
be in proper condition to assum e her 
duty when breeding tim e arrives. If 
the sow is bred in a thin, run-down 


bred again to farrow the early part 
of September. A sow bred about No­ 
vember 15 will farrow about March G 
to 9. 
The pig* should nurse eight 
weeks. The sow should be rebred by 
May 20 so as to farrow on or after 
September 8. 
The pigs could then 
nurse until November 3. The chances 
for profitably rearing two crops of pigs 
from a sow annually are undoubtedly 
far better in regions of mild climate 
and short winters than where the win­ 
ters are long and severe.

SANITATION IN THE HOG LOT 


Im portant as Preventive of Cholera 
and Other Diseases— Cleanliness 
Is Relied Upon. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
The greatest drawbacks to the hog 
industry that breeders in this country 
have to contend with are the losses 
through hog cholera, tuberculosis, and 
the infestation of the animals, especial­ 
ly young pigs, by parasites. Were it 
not for the fecundity of swine their 
profitable production in the presence 
of these serious diseases would be out

tween the two diseases can only be 
made by the most careful bacteriolog­ 
ical tests, and by employing the assist­ 
ance offered by u fully equipped lab­ 
oratory. However, sanitary preventive 
methods which are found beneficial 
with one of these diseases will prove 
equally efficacious with the other. 
There are a few fundamental facts 
which the breeder must remember if 
he is to avoid losses through hog chol­ 
era or swine plague. The first is that 
they are specific diseases caused by 
germs, and the contagion cannot be 
spread from one animal to another or 
from one herd to another except 
through the agency of these minute or­ 
ganisms. 
They may be carried in a 
multitude of ways—by the hogs them­ 
selves on the clothing of persons, on 
vehicles, In feed, by birds, dogs, and 
other animals, or by streams. 
The 
breeding or feed of a hog cannot cause 
either disease, although bad methods 
may so weaken the constitution nnd vi­ 
tality that the animal becomes more 
susceptible to them than would other­ 
wise be the case. Since these diseases 
can only arise from the presence of 
their Specific causative agents, it can 
readily be seen that dentititon and the 
presence of supernumerary teeth or 
black tusks cannot, as has been sug­ 
gested by many, play any part In their 
development. A second fact to be borne 
in mind Is that diseases caused by 
germs may be hest prevented or con­ 
trolled by thorough disinfection and 
scrupulous cleanliness.

It is the general belief that 
sows in good vigorous breeding condi­ 
tion conceive more readily, thus short­ 
ening the farrowing period for the 
herd. Alfalfa, rape, clover, or any pas­ 
ture which is palatable to swine, with 
some grain in addition, Is excellent 
feed for bringing the sow back to 
breeding condition. 
There is no good reason why a sow 
should not produce tw*o litters a year 
when properly handled. 
To accom­ 
plish this the sow should be bred to 
farrow, say, for example, in March, and 


store these sweepings against future 
needs.

TO ELIMINATE SCRUB BULLS 


Interesting Figures Brought Out by 
Department of Agriculture in Sev­ 
eral Sections. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
That the need of pure-bred bulls is 
urgent in many parts of the country 
is evident from the facts brought out 
by the United States department of 
agriculture’s study of eight districts 
in the states of Iowa, Minnesota and 
Massachusetts in which there were no 
associations. 
In this survey informa­ 
tion was obtained 
regarding 
1,219 
farmers owning 817 bulls whose aver­ 
age value was $76. Had the owners of 
these cheap bulls been properly organ-

FIND TUBERCULOSIS IN COW j 


Some Animals, Apparently Healthy, j 
M ay Be Affected , W ith Ailm ent— 
Call in Veterinarian. 


It is difficult for a ny** rn* to detect 
tuberculous in a cow by her appear- j 
anet*. Some cows, apparently healthy. I 
may be affected with this disease. An 
ordinary layman can detect tuberculo­ 
sis in a cow about as well as can a 
professional man. 
If a cow is in an advanced stage of 
tuberculosis she will u-ualiy rough, 
bt* poor in flesh, have a dull expres­ 
sion in lier eyes and appear sluggish. 
The milk from such a cow should not j 
be used for either animals or human ■ 
beings. 
The safest method is to have a herd 
tested for tuberculosis by a capable > 
veterinarian. This test may lie admin- j 
istered by the owner or by any other j 
careful person, but it can readily be I 
seen that the results of such a test 
would not be official.

Price does not always corre­ 
spond to value, yet as the bulls were 
carefully selected the price in this 
case is doubtless a fair index of tru e 
worth. In this association each farm­ 
er’s Investment for a share in a good 
registered bull was £14 less than his 
form er investment in nn animal of in­ 
ferior breeding and doubtful merit. 
Actual first-cost figures from other 
co-operative bull associations are even 
more encouraging. In one association 
having more than IOO members the 
original cost to each member was only 
$23. 
The members already have had 
the use of good pure-bred bulls for four 
years and probably w*ill have their use 
six 
years longer without additional 
cost other than for maintenance. An­ 
other association with more than 50 
members has had tho use of good pure- 1 
bred bulls for more than seven years I 
at an average investment of less than I 
$25 a member, with prospects of be­ 
ing able to use them for three or four 
years more.

Many of the more common grains 
that are grown upon the farm are 
suitable for use in the dairy ration. 
Corn is probably the most common 
grain grown upon the farm and is well 
adapted to be part of the ration of a 
dairy cow*. 
Corn is palatable, heavy, 
and one of the best and cheapest 
sources of the energy or heat-making 
part of the ration; but, on account of 
its low protein content, it should not 
form the entire grain ration. Iii order 
to lighten' up this grain the cob is 
often ground with the kernel, the re­ 
sulting meal being called corn-and-cob 
meal. 
This feed is more bulky and 
better adapted for mixing with heavy 
grains. 
The corn crop products ana­ 
lyze as follows: 
Digestible 
nutrients—Corn 
meal: 
Protein, 6.9 per cent; carbohydrates 
and fat, 76.9 per cent. 
Corn-and-cob 
m eal: Protein, 6.1 per cent; carbohy­ 
drates and fat, 72 per cent. 
Ground oats are slightly laxative 
and very well adapted for feeding 
dairy cattle. 
Owing to the high mar­ 
ket price of oats, it Is usually more 
economical to scil them and purchase 
other feeds which furnish nutrients at 


weaker animals of feed, and the nor- j 
mal aUvantages of the shed which re- j 
suited iii decreased production on the 
part of the more timid cows. 
The

was 
apparently 
well 
pre­ 
served, until it could be hauled to the 
land, under the open-shed system and 
it w’as handled 
more 
economically 
than in the closed barn. Furthermore, 
cornstalks in the manure were sufli- 
ciently decomposed to be handled suc­ 
cessfully with the manure spreader. 
Under the open-shed system, 68 per 
cent more bedding was required for 
each cow*, but the cows were cleaner 
find more comfortable. 
There w as 
little difference in the time required 
to bed the animals under the two sys­ 
tems, but the rapid rotting of th*1 corn­ 
stalks or other coarse material un­ 
der the open-shed method makes their 
use for litter in the open shed prac­ 
tical. 
Despite other results to the 
contrary, the results of this experi­ 
ment showed that there was little if 
any difference in the frequency of in­ 
juries to cows under either open-shed 
or closed-barn conditions. 
In general, little difference could be 
noted in the contentment of the cows 
under open-shed or closed-barn con­ 
ditions. 
Some of the animals ap­ 
peared to be more contented iii barn 
stalls; others more at ease in the 
open shed, while still others appar­ 
ently had no preference. 
However, 
under open-shed conditions the cows 
had more freedom, as they could lie 
down and get up with ease and could 
select a clean place on which to lie 
whenever they chose. 
Furthermore, 
they had access to an abundant sup­ 
ply of fresh air. In many poorly ven­ 
tilated dairy barns the air supply 
doubtless would be tin important fac­ 
tor in making tile open shed more de­ 
sirable as a source of cow* comfort. 
D ata collected by the department 
of agriculture shows that in the in­ 
stance of 21 cow’s which were kept 
under the two systems, 15 animals pro­ 
duced more milk aud butterfat when 
kept In the op« n shed, while six cdws 


showed a 
higher production when 
maintained in the closed barn. 
Tile 
total production while in the open 
shed was 34,630.9 pounds of milk con­ 
taining 1,535.15 pounds of butterfat, 
and that in the closed bam was 31,- 
898.7 pounds of milk containing I,- 
437.41 pounds of butterfat. 
Accord­ 
ingly, under the open-shed system, 
there was a total increase for the 
period considered, about eighty days, 
of 2,732.2 pounds of milk and 97.74 
pounds of butterfat, or an average for 
each cow’ of 130.1 pounds of milk and 
4.05 pounds of butterfat. 
The total 
number of months compared under 
each system was 57, and the average 
time was about eighty days. Calcula­ 
tions from these figures indicate that 
tliere was an average monthly in- 
crease of 48 pounds of milk and 1.7 
pounds of butterfat for eacli cow 
while stabled in the open shed. 
It is largely a m atter of personal 
preference for the farmer to deter­ 
mine under which system, open shed 
or closed dairy barn, it is most prof­ 
itable for him to maintain his dairy

Milk produced by 5,587 cow’s in 40 
cow-testing associations, averaged in 
a year 247 pounds of butterfat per 
cow. 
This is considerably above the 
average production of all the dairy 
cows in tile United States, which is 
estimated at 160 pounds of butterfat 
a year. A study of the records of the 
associations showed that the produc­ 
tion of IOO pounds of butterfat a year 
gave aa increase of 823 over cost of 
feed, while the average Income over 
cost of feed from cows that produced 
247 pounds was $47, or a little more 
than twice as much. 
Though the dairymen who join cow- 
testing associations are thought to be 
more progressive than the average, 
dairy specialists in the United States 
department of agriculture say, the 
Hue showing made by tile cows in as­ 
sociations must be credited, in large 
measure, to association work. 
Certainly the cow-testing associa­ 
tions return many dollars more than 
they cost. It is encouraging, they say, 
to know that the cow-testing associa­ 
tion records show’ that the large-pro­ 
ducing dairy cows are the least af­ 
fected by the increased cost of feeds. 
Therefore, every dairyman should aim 
to keep all his good cows, or to place

T E X T —Th© wind was contrary unto 
them.—Mark 6:48. 


Reading the passage (verses 45-51) 
from which this text is taken, we find 
that after feeding 
the five thousand 
Jesus constrained 
his disciples to go 
in a ship across 
the lake to Reth- 
saida. While they 
were on their way 
a contrary wind 
a r o s e , arresting 
their progress and 
causing them dis­ 
tress. 
There are 
three thoughts in 
connection 
there­ 
with. 
1. The presence 
of 
the 
contrary 
wind is no sign of 
being out of the will of God. 


B e fo re J e s u s s e n t his disciples o u t 
up o n th e la k e h e k n e w th e c o n tra ry 
w ind w as com ing. 
It w a s no s u rp ris e 
to him , an d lie h a d d elib e ra tely s e n t 
th e m into th e p la c e -w here he k n ew 
th e Storm w a s com ing. 
T h e p re se n c e 
o f th e sto rm th e r e f o r e w as no p ro o f 
t h a t th e y w e re o u t o f h is will. 
T h e r e 
is som e te a c h in g to d a y t h a t if o n e w ill 
o n ly yield o r s u r r e n d e r w holly to th e 
L ord, all s to rm s w ill th e re b y b e a v o id ­ 
ed a n d th a t o n e will h a v e a life s u r ­ 
ro u n d ed b y p e a c e a n d n o th in g t h a t d is ­ 
tu r b s will ive a b le to find en tra n c e . 
B u t both th e S c r ip tu r e a s well a s th e 
ex p erien ce o f all tile sa in ts o f God 
w ho h av e lived s a in tly lives b e a r te s ­ 
tim ony to th e o p posite.

N o! Tile presence o f th e storm Is n o 
proof that one is out o f the will o r th e 
I way of God. 
Some reader of th e s e 
I words may be passing through deep 
j waters, an d th e devil m a y he suggest* 
I ing that the deep waters are there b e ­ 
cause of unfaithfulness, while all t h e 
time it may be us it was with tile dis­ 
ciples, the “contrary wind” is experi­ 
enced b ec a u s e o f wliolly following th e 
Lord. 


2. The lack of seeming progress is 
no sigil of being out of the will of 
God. 


Before Jesus sen t h is disciples o u t 
upon th e luke h e k n e w th ey w ould bt* 
h in d ered by tin* c o n tra ry wind. 
Som e­ 
tim es w e a re te m p te d to th in k t h a t b e ­ 
ca u se t h e n 1 .‘ire no se en resu lts fro m 
o u r work, b e c a u s e th in g s seem to be 
at a standstill o r apparently no p ro g ­ 
ress D being m ad e, w e h av e slipped 
o u t of his will. 
O f course1 th is m a y 
he possible, h u t b efo re w e give o u r­ 
s e l f s worry and care, let us b e s u r e 
th a t w e u n 1 n o t b eing m isled by S a ta n . 
T o w orry is sigainst S crip tu re us well 
a s com m on sense. All th e m e m b e rs o f 
th e body of C h rist have no t th e s a m e 
office, an d what w ould he p ro g re ss to 
one m ay n o t b e p ro g re ss to an o th e r. 
T h e M a ste r sets o n e to plow ing, a n ­ 
o th e r to sow ing, a n o th e r to w a te rin g 
th e seed a n d a n o th e r to reaping. 
W e 
a r e in d a n g e r of th in k in g th a t o n ly th e 
r e a p e r is m a k in g progress! 
T h e d isc i­ 
ples w ere told to c ro ss th e lake. 
All 
th e y could do w a s to keep th e b o w of 
th e b o at p o in ted in t h a t direction, a n d 
th e L o rd k n ew w h en h e sent th e m o u t 
t h a t tills w a s all th e y would b e ab le 
to do. 
B u t th e y could do th at, a n d do 
it th ey did w ith o u t try in g so m e th in g 
else ju s t b ec a u s e th e y w ere n o t m a k ­ 
in g an y se em in g progress. 
W e need 
to le arn to h a v e m o re of an eye f o r 
obedience th a n lo oking fo r re s u lts t h a t 
w e can see a n d ta b u la te . T o do w h a t 
h e tells u s to do w ith o u t th in k in g of 
th e re su lts is th e h ig h e st fo rm o f s e rv ­ 
ice. 


3. The sense of fear and loneliness 
is no sign that we are out of the will 
of God. 


W ith th e c o n tra ry w ind risin g h ig h ­ 
e r an d th e d a r k n e s s fallin g upon th e m , 
to g e th er w ith th e ab sen c e of th e L ord, 
it is little w o n d e r t h a t th e se disciples 
should e x p e rien c e a feeling of loneli­ 
n ess an d fear. 
B u t su ch a 
feelin g 
should n o t g ive rise to self-recrim in a­ 
tions, fo r it is by no m ean s a p ro o f 
t h a t one is o u t o f G od’s way. 
I t w a s 
Into th e d a r k n e s s a n d th e loneliness 
t h a t Hie L o rd h a d se n t these disciples. 
At the proper time he w ould come 
to them, and u n til th a t time cann1 
they had just o n e th in g to do, and that 
was to keep the b o a t pointed in the 
right direction, v.ven th o u g h they made 
no progress, and believe that as he had 
sent them there, there was where he 
wanted them to ho. 
We may not un­ 
derstand all of h is dealings with us, 
and sometimes when we seem to b e in 
dense darkness and can see no ray 
of light, we are tempted to becom e too 
introspective. 
In su ch times of dark­ 
ness let us remember the words of 
Isaiah the prophet: 
“Who Is among 
you that feareth the Lord, that obey- 
eth the voice of his servant, that walk- 
eth in darkness and hath no light? Let 
him trust in the name of the Lord and 
stay upon his God.’*

Th,, hill, which would compel mine 
operator* to pay the expense of shot 
firing in 
mine* will bt* 
bitterlv op­ 
posed by the operator*. 
This hill has 
been presented at many sessions of 
the legislature but ha* never previ­ 
ously received sufficient support, the 
legislators taking the position that 
the question was one to he deter­ 
mined by a .joint commission repre­ 
senting mine owners and miner* and 
not by tin* law makers. 
A hearing 
on the measure will be held Mondav 
night. 
The bill now in the hou*e which 
provides for a clearance of at least 
two feet between the *ide* of the 
mine ears 
and the walls 
of the 
mines w ill also he oppo*ed by tin* 
in im* operators. 
Miners have 
de­ 
clared that a clearance of at lea*t 
two feet is nece**arv for their safety.
